5!adame Ngo Dinh Nhu made headlines 


and news a few years ago when she was 
one of the most vocal of Vietnamese in 
opposing the activities of the Viet Cong 
and Ho Chi Minn's Viet Minn. In a visit to 
the United States just before her husband 
and brother-in-law President Diem were 
overthrown and murdered in Saigon, she 
staunchly 
defended their 
regime and

supporting it with more troops and money. 


But Madam* Mm. who missed possible 


assassination herself because she was out 
of the country at the time, now sings a 
different tune As usual Americans are the 
target of her sharp words. 


In an interview published in a Paris 


newspaper. Mrs. Nhu is quoted as calling 
for an international peace conference over 
the war in Viet Nam. While this is nothing 
new-, she then goes on to discuss her old 
foes, th* Viet Con? "They are Vietnamese 
like us. and nationalists like us. .And like 
us they seek justice The world condemn? 
them only because they employ criminal 
means." 


Mrs. Nhu says that her husband was 


actually 
having secret 
meetings 
with 


representative? of the Hanoi gcvemment 
aad that he was on the verge of signing a 
peace treaty. This scared the Americans. 
she jay? ?o they backed the coup d" etat 
that overthrew Diem's government and 
k:l".ed them and her husband 'It was the 
cr:rr.e <-: rr.\ husband to be opposed to this 
war. Thf wronz of Nhu w-as not to believe 


in what Americans call 'liberty-" and which 
they preach to all for that is the liberty of 
the jungle, which profits only the wealthy, 
only the powerful, and only the arrogant 
—that i? to say. the Americans themselves. 
To the others they throw a few carrots, 
seasoned in plenty of humiliation, black- 
mail, thi^ts and homicide." 


To hack up her intentions of trying to 


deal with the Communists. Mrs. Nhu says 
she is sending her two oldest children to 
Hanoi. A peace conference, she says, 
should include Communist representatives 
and "the purest nationalists, that is to say 
the survivors of the Nhu family, their 
partisans and myself."

?\ the Americans She w-as royally snubbed 
by President Kennedy during her visit. We 
shall probably never know exactly how 
much th* United States had to do with th* 
overthrow of Diem"? regime although it 
seems way out to believe her interpreta- 
tion of th? affair.
